"Unbelief is the Enemy of Man," was 


the theme of a discourse Sunday evening 
by Rev. N. 8. Haynes at the Christian 
church, based on the words, "He that be- 
lieT«th not shall be damned."

Evi- 
dently it is not the utterance of divine 
malevolence, for Jesus was not such. The 
philosophy of the declaration IB found in 
the fact that unbelief is the mother of 
despair, and hence theememy of mankind. 
Persuade a farmer in the spring time that 
his crops will be destroyed by drouth, or 
Hoods, or bugs, or grasshoppers, or rust, 
and he will not work, and he will be fi- 
nancially "damned.". Tell a pupil that 
he is a dunee, a blockhead, and will never 
learn anything, and if he believes you he 
will despair. Some of the dullest boys 
have grown to be great men. A physician 
who tells his patient that the chances are 
against him, and such is the influence of 
the mind over the body that the chances 
from the moment he loses faith in his re- 
covery will be against him. The parent 
who repeatedly tells his child that he is 
mean and will certainly go to jail before 
he is 20, to state prison before he is 25, 
and to the gallows before he is 30, and it 
will be very strange if the boy doea not 
go a good part of the way. Likewise is 
he who seeks to destroy confidence among 
me* by saying all are dishonest, all arc 
perfidious, all will lie, their enemy. Make 
the young man just beginning business 
life believe that he will fail and both his 
vocation and his life will be failures. 
Thus in the affairs of life does unbeli cf 
certainly lead to "damnation."* Equally 
true it is in religion. The Bible empha- 
sizes b'slief because it produces hope in 
the human heart i it condemns' unbelief 
because it must inevitably beget despair 


Again, unbelief leads to damnation be 


cause the Scriptures furnish man with the 
highest possible ideal of life and the 
highest possible motive to right conduct 
The ideal is the life of Jesus, and the mo 
live eternal life. As the ideal of tfct 
sculptor is superior in beauty and sym 
uietry to his statue, and that of the an is 
to his handiwork, so must man fashion 
his character after a superior model 
When the earth shall produce a life su 
perior to that of Jesus Christ and a mor 
powerful and subliuier motive to righ 
action than *ie hope of eternal life then 
will this text be proved false, but not til 
then. The incarnation of the Son of God 
His whole ministry, the Bible and th 
Church arc all means, not ends; the ond 
is our salvation—to lift man from earth 
to heaven. Because man is rational and 
responsible he must be, under the divine 
administration of right, liable to condem- 
nation. What the plethora of this "dam- 
nation" is we cannot know. What blight 
is to the flower, what nn untimely frost 
is to the immature ; crop, what the most
